Parking Meters To 
Go Into Use Feb. 1 


SCHOOL BOARD 
POST GIVEN UP 
BY JAMES WISE 


Final adoption of a city 
parking, meter ordinance, and 
the resignation o James J. 
Wise from the City School 
Board, marked the meeting of 
Elba City Council Monday. 

Council set Saturday, Feb. 1, 
as the date on which autoists 
who park downtown will begin 
te drop their pennies, nickels 
and dimes in the parking met- 
ers for the priviledge of park- 
ing 12 minutes for a penny, 
one hour for a nickel or two 
hours for a dime. 

Stil to be considered by 
council is what to do about in- 
Stalling parking meters around 
the Coffee County Court House. 
This area is not included in 
the ordinance adopted by City 
Council and published else- 
where in this issue of The Elba 
Clipper. Members of Council 
have discussed with members 
of the County Commission a- 
bout including this area in the 
ordinance but so far the two 
governing bodies have not ar- 
rived at an understanding. 

James J, Wise, chairman of 
the City School Board, submit- 
ted his resignation at the 
meeting Monday night. Mr. 
Wise has been a member of the 
board for four and a half years 
and said he is submitting his 
resignation at this time so 
that a successor may be ap- 
pointed in time to familiarize 
himself’ with school operations 
before the end of the present 
school term, 

Before becoming a member 
of the City School Board, Mr. 
Wise was a member of the 
County School Board for seven 
years, 

Council yoted a donation of 
$25.00 to the Boy Scouts. 

Council members present 
were: Mayor H. C. Taylor and 
Councilmen Hawkins, Boswell, 
Johnson, Deyane and Rainer.

IN CHINA WINS 
PEANUT PRIZE 


Wesley Ryker, a foriner Gen- 
eva County youth who is servy- 
ing on the Navy's U.S.S. Prince- 
ton in Pacific waters, is $50 
richer today, thanks to the 
Southeast Alabama Gas __ Dis- 
irict and Ryker’s recipe for 
pesnut cream pie. 

Ryker’s ship, an anti-sub- 
marine aircratt carrier attach- 
ed to the powerful Seventh 
Fieet was in Hong Kong on 
October 3. It was trom that ex- 
otic Far Eastern port that Ry- 
ker mailed his entry to the 
National Peanut Festival’s an- 
nual recipe contest. Ryker’s en- 
try, and one for peanut drop 
cookies submitted by Mrs. Don- 
na L. Wilson in Tokyo, were 
immediate tront runners in the 
jong distance division. 

The Southeast Alabama Gas 
District, underwriting tne Pea- 
nut Festival recipe contest for 
the third year, gave $1,000 in 
prizes for winning recipes. The 
long-distance prize of $90 is a- 
warded each year to the person 
Submitting a recipe postmark- 
ed the greatest distance from 
Dothan.

BUT ONE WEEK 
LEFT TO FILE 
FOR FARM PAY 


January 31, 1958, is the dead- 
line for reporting the cash 
wages paid in 1957 to farm 
employees, Cecil Brown,  Do- 
than District Director, Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, stated to- 
day. 

Farm operators or farm ewn- 
ers who have paid as much as 
$150 in cash wages to any farm 
worker in their employ during 
1957 must file an employer's 
tax and information return 
for such farm employees. They 
must also report each farm 
employee who worked for them 
on 20 or more days during 1957 
regardless of the amount of 
wages if they were figured on a 
time rather than a piece rate 
basis. 

For 1957, the social seeurity 
tax rate is 4 and one hali per 
cent (2 and one-quarter per 
cent each for employer and 
employee), This tax applies to 
cash wages paid to a farm 
worker up to a total of $4u.u 
in the year. The tax amount 
must be entered on Form 943 
(Employers Annual Tax ke- 
turn For Agriculiura: Employ 
ees) together with the total a- 
miount of cash wages paid to 
the farm worker. It is r¢ quired 
that the farm employer do 
this and file the return witn 
the District Director of Inter- 
nol Revenue at 3irmingham, 
Alabama on or before the due 
date mentioned above. 

Mr. Brown points out that 
when a tarm employee meets 
the 20-day a year test the farm 
employer should count only 
days for which the employee 
werks for, cash wages figured 
on a time basis. However, if 
the worker meets this test, the 
farm employer must pay so- 
cial security taxes on all cash 
wages paid the employee dur- 
ing the year (whether on a 
time, piecework, or other ba- 
sis.) 

Farm employees include 
household workers if they are 
employed on a farm operated 
for profit.

RATE INCREASE

cational classes,

turns must be filed after 
close of each calendar quarter 
and are due April 30, July 31, 
October 31 and January 31 of 
every year, 

Most household employers 
Will make their reports on 
Form 942. This is a special sim- 
plified form printed on the 
back of a return envelope, If 
you are a household employer 
who is already on the mailing 
list of the District Director of 
Internal Revenue, one of these 
forms was mailed to you before 
the end of December. If social 
security taxes are due from a 
household employer who is not 
now on the mailing list, the 
employer should ask the Dis- 
trict Director far the form and 
give him or her name and .ad- 
dress to be added to the mail- 
ing list before the next quar- 
terly return is due. 

The amount of social secur- 
ity tax is 4 and one-half per 
cent of the total cash wages 
paid to a household worker in 
a calendar quarter. The em- 
ployee is expected to share this 
tax with the employer, how- 
ever, it is the obligation of the 
employer to report and remit! 
the total tax of 4 and one-hali 
per cent of the District Direct- 
or of Internal Revenue. While 
the $50 cash wage test applies 
Separately to each household 
worker in your employ, no re- 
port or social security tax ts 
due on any household worker 
to whom you pay less than $50 
in cash during the calendar 
quarter, Mr. Scott pointed out.
